W HEREAS it is expedient that Provision should be made Preamble, 
for facilitating Improvements of Landed Property in Ire- 
land, and “ The Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) 

Act, I860,” requires to have its Machinery made less costly and 
5 intricate : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
, Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assem- 
bled, and by the Authority of the same : 

1 . This Act may be cited as “The Amended Landed Property Short Title. 
10 (Ireland) Improvement Act, 1864.” 



2. No Improvement or Building Lease granted under Part II. of the Sanction of 
said Act of I860 shall require the Sanction of the Chaiiman where 
the annual Rent reserved on such Improvement Lease shall not exceed to certain 
Fijty Pounds, and shall at least be equal to the annual Sum at which 
15 the Land comprised in the said Improvement Lease shall have been 
valued for Poor’s Rate at the striking of the Rate next preceding the 
Date of such Lease, and where the Rent reserved on such Building 
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Eegislration 
of Leases.

2 Landed Pro’pm'iy Impi'ovemesit {Irekmi}- Act Amendment. 

Lease Land in any Town or Village in. Ireland shall not. exceed 
Twenty Pounds per Annum, and tlie Quantity- of Land comprised 
therein shaU- not exceed Half an Acre ; and the Term of suck Agj,'i- 
cultural or Building Lease shall not be greater than the Terms- spe- 
cified in such Lease in the said recited Act, and shall conform' in aH 5 
other respects, save only so far as regards the Sanction of the Chair- 
man, to the Provisions of the said Act of Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fom'th of Victoria, Chapter One hundred and fifty-three. 

3. All Improvement or Building Leases granted under the said 
Act or this Act shall be duly registered within Twelve Months after 10 
the Execution of the same. 

4. Sections Thirty-nine and Forty shall not. apply to any Case 
where the Sum or Sums to be expended by the Tenant shall not 
exceed the Sum of One hundred Pounds in the whole. 

5 . No formal Provisional Order, as in the Forty-third and subse- 15 
quent Sections specified, shall be necessary where the total Ex- 
penditure is not to exceed One hundred Pounds, but it shall be 
sufficient for the Clerk of the Peace to grant the Tenant, imme- 
diately after the Statement required by Section Forty-one is lodged 
with him, duly verified by an Affidavit of the Tenant lodging the 20 
same, (which Affidavit the Clerk of the Peace is hereby empowered 

to receive and take,) a Certificate stating the Date and Fact of such 
Lodgment, and the Clerk of the Peace shall upon the Receipt of 
such Statement serve Notice and a Copy thereof on the Owner or 
his Agent, and the Certificate thereupon shall operate as a Provisional 25 
Order under the Act. 

6. The Person resisting the making an Absolute Order in .such 
Cases shall, in addition to the Causes on which he may rely under 
Section Forty-seven, be at liberty also to insist on the various Causes ' 
specified in Section Forty-three for resisting the making of a -30 
Pro-visional Order. 

7 . This Act and the said Act of I860 shall be read and con- 
strued together as One Act, and all Portions and Provisions of the 
said recited Act, save where expressly altered by tbis Act, shall 
apply to the Expenditnore and Charges to be made under the Fro- 35 
visions thei-eof.
